MIXED IT WITH MYSTERY. 


But th* S«*ret of Portland C*m»nt W a* 
Solved by a Busybody. 
Portland cement may Im* defined as n 
product mad** by hurtling limestone nml 
clay, which have been mixed no a* to 
form a certain composition, on*! grind 
lug tho resulting “ clinker" to powder. 
In the early flay.* much nivst -tv stir 
rounded the manufacture of Portland 
cement when it was first discovered bt 
J a bricklayer of Leed-j, England. 
He 
found that bv mixing water with a 
compound ° f Thame* chalk and Med 
way mud lie could ***>nij,KMind an artifi 
rial water cement and determined that 
no 
one 
should 
discover 
his 
secret. 
When employed in m anufacturing iii* 
raw mixtut-e Im* i* said to have attired 
him self in a lottg black gown and tile 
pointed hat of the m ystic and to have 
refiled mysterious incantation* during 
his operations. 
But a curious onlooker who deter 
mined to ascertain hi* ingredients ami 
methods had a sample analyzed by a 
chemist, whose result showed KO j*er 
cent phosphate of lime. Thinking that 
he had solved the secret, be began to 
calcine all tile Itonc* lie could gather tip 
in the village, much to the discomfort 
and objections of his neighbors, who 
finally induced him to desist. 
Follow 
Ing. however, the old ay stem of cill* 
and try. he finally solved til** problem 
and 
eventually 
produced 
a 
cement 
equal to that of the original com 
flounder, and the great Industry began 
to thrive at once. 
In thl* country the Portland cement 
industry had its beginnings In the I,e- 
high valley in Pennsylvania, chiefly in 
T^*high 
nnd 
Northampton 
counties, 
where John W . E< kerf, a chemist, dis 
covered that there occurred a lime 
stone composed of approximately the 
correct Ingredient! necessary for th** 
manufacture 
of 
Portland 
cement.—
